Pursuant to MPEP § 710.06, Applicants are requesting the time period for reply to the 
Action dated March 22, 2007 to be reset and issuance of a new Office Action based on the 
following. 

MPEP § 710.06 states that if an Office Action contains an error that affects Applicants' 
ability to reply to the Action and this error is called to the attention of the Office within 1 month 
of the mail date of the Action, the Office will restart the previously set period to run from the 
date the error is corrected, if requested to do so by Applicant. 

Pursuant thereto, Applicants note that on page 2 of the Office Action dated March 22, 
2007, claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Watanabe et al (US 6,447,913) in 
view of Ding et al (CN 1123302A) (hereinafter "CN '302"). Additionally, in the Action, the

However, the 
CN '302 reference was not provided with the Action and is not available in PAIR. A copy of the 
"Display References" page for the above-identified application in Private PAIR is attached and it 
can be seen that there are no references under "Foreign Patent and Non-Patent Documents" with 
the same mail room date as that of the Action of March 22, 2007. Applicants further note that 
the CN '302 reference was not previously made of record. 

Thus, Applicants submit that the Office Action contains an error that effects Applicants' 
ability to reply to the Action. 

A telephone call was made to the Examiner to request a copy of the CN '302 reference 
relied on by the Examiner, but the Examiner was not available and the undersigned left a voice 
mail message. 

The request is being timely submitted within one (1) month of the mailing date of the 
Action dated March 22, 2007. 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request issuance of a new Office Action with a new 
time period for reply including a copy of the CN '302 reference relied on by the Examiner.
